I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  administration  of  the  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1937. 

The  Report  is  an  “ Ordinary  ” Report,  and  therefore  mainly 
statistical. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  14-3  per  1,000  population,  compared  with 
a rate  of  14-6  for  the  previous  year,  and  with  11-9  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  Death  Rate  is  10-8  per  1,000,  compared  with  a rate  of 
12*5  for  the  year  1936,  and  with  12-4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  4D9  per  1,000  births,  and  is 
22-4  less  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  58  per  1,000  Births. 

There  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  acute  Infectious 
Disease. 

A full  account  of  the  work  which  lias  been  accomplished 
under  the  Housing  Acts  will  be  found  in  Section  'Three.
